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REMARKS 

Claims 15, 22-34, 53, 60-72 and 93-103 are pending in the present application. 
Claims 15, 22-25, 30, 53, 60-63 have been amended without acquiescence and without 
prejudice. Support for the amendments can be found in throughout the specification, for 
example, Figure 4, Example 2 (pp. 36-37), Example 7 (pp. 40-42), Example 8 (pp. 42-43). 
Claims 31-33 and 69-71 have been canceled without acquiescence and without prejudice. 
Applicants retain the right to file a continuation application on any canceled subject matter. 
No new matter has been added. 

The issues outstanding in this application are as follows: 

9 • Claims 15, 22-34, 53 and 60-72 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph as 
allegedly containing subject matter which was not described. 

• Claims 15, 22-34, 53 and 60-72 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph 
as allegedly being indefinite. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the outstanding rejections, and Applicants 
respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal thereof in light of the amendments and 
remarks contained herein. 
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I. 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph 

Claims 15, 22-34, 53 and 60-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification such a way as to 
enable one of skill in the art to which it pertains, or with it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. Applicants respectfully traverse. 

In order to advance the prosecution of the present application, Applicants have 
amended independent claims 15, and 53 without acquiescence and without prejudice to 
indicate that the base starting point for variation is SEA/E-18, which is clearly acknowledged 
by the Examiner at the bottom of page 4 of the Office Action. Yet further, in order to 
advance prosecution, claims 31-33 and 69-71 have been canceled without acquiescence and 
* without prejudice. In light of this amendment, Applicants assert that the present invention is 
described and enabled, thus the rejection is now moot, and Applicants request that the 
rejection be withdrawn. 

II. 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph 

Claims 15, 22-34, 53 and 60-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph 
as being indefinite. Applicants respectfully traverse. 

In order to advance the prosecution of the present application, Applicants have 
amended independent claims 15, and 53 without acquiescence and without prejudice. In light 
of this amendment, Applicants assert that the amended claims are definite, and request that 
the rejection be withdrawn. 
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In view of the above, each of the presently pending claims in this application is 
believed to be in immediate condition for allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to pass this application to issue.
